The attendance of the members of the Brauch Oommittecs of Goalunde and

village roads in the two preceding years. esides the above expenditure, Rs. 1,136 
were “advanced to villagers in the sudder sub-division for repair of six village roads’ , 
in that sub-division. z 

No new trees were planted during the year, but those planted in previous years were 
protected and maiatained. 

Since the passing of the new Cess Act a proposal for opening steamer communica. 
tion between Burrisal and Goalundo was fora long time under the contemplation of the 
Committees of the Furreedpore and Backergunge districts. But whilst they agreed in 
recognizing the importance ‘of the proposal, they differed widely as torits details ; and 
after a great deal of correspondence with various steamer companies it was found that the 
cost would be exorbitant and quite disproportionate to the Committee’s means and to 
the advantage likely tobe secured. The Backergunge Committee has, moreover, receded 
from the original plan, and decided to organize a service by way of Khoolna, and the 
proposal has accordingly been dropped by the Furreedpore Committec.

1880, I have the honour to submit herewith the annual accounts aud reports. of the road cess ” 
funds for the several districts of this division, except Furreedpore, for the cess year 188182, 
accompanied by some brief remarks of mine. The accounts and the report for Furreedpore 
have not yet Been received, in spite of repeated reminders from this office. 

Gullectione.—In Backergunge and Mymensingh the actual collections exceeded the 
estimate, while in Dacca they fell short of it ; the amount was, however, sufficient to meet 
the outlay for the year. 

Original works —The progress made in Dacca in the construction of original works has 
been satisfactory. In Backergunge it compares favourably with that in the previous year, but 
the Committee have not succeeded in carrying out the programme of the year. 

In Mymensingh the amount (Rs. 52,904) expended under this head was very small in 
comparison with the ontlay °(Rs. 99,715) in the previous year, but it was not far off the 
amount estimated for in the budget. 

Repairs.— With a few exceptions the existing district works were repaired and *eeit in 

ood: ordexj during the year. ‘The reasovs for not carrying out repair on certain roads have 
n given trict reports. The expenditure under this head was the largest in 
Mymensingh, where the pik tis spent on this account exoceded the outlay on originalyworks, 
‘It would seem, therefore, that the Committee bas this year paid more attention to ‘the zepairs 
of the existing roads than to the coustruction of new works.

In Backergnnge the disbursement on this account 
was certainly smull, but I concur with the Chairman, Road Cess Committee, in the opinion 
that the planting of trees need not be carried out on an exteusive scale in his district. “In 
Eastern Bengal, generally, the planting of trees along ronds is productive of more mischief 
than good, No really good fruit trees can be grown, and the result is merely to keep roads 
perpetually damp, and tu eusure a good jungle on both sides. 4
